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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tlie fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has 
been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on August 16, 2005 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that fonm the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described In a printed publication In this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 3, 4, 6, 8, 9 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Lansdale (EP 0727575 B1). Camer 26 has a static seal 34, a dynamic seal 28 and a turn 
fastener having lugs 36. Claims 1, 3, 4, 6, 8, 9 and 11 lack sufficient detail to distinguish over 
this arrangement. It is suggested that this rejection could be overcome by further amending 
claims 1 and 1 1 to specify fastener tabs or fastener projections next to the lugs. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this OfTlce action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained thougli the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lansdale 
(EP 0727575 B1) in view of Hayashi (US 4,480,609). Lansdale discloses the claimed invention 
as stated above except for the carrier being made of plastic. Hayashi teaches that it is known to 
make an engine cover component of plastic (column 2, lines 29-31). It would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use plastic, 
as taught by Hayashi, to make the carrier of Lansdale, since it has been held that selection of a 
known material based on its suitability for its intended use. See In re Leshin, 227 F.2d 197, 125 
USPQ 416 (CCPA 1960). 

Conclusion 

All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the application prior to the entry of 
the submission under 37 CFR 1.114 and could have been finally rejected on the grounds and 
art of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the application prior to entry 
under 37 CFR 1.114. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL even though it is a first 
action after the filing of a request for continued examination and the submission under 37 CFR
